The meeting was cslled to order with Mayor Palmer presiding.

The Council stood in silent prayer in memory of MR. HARRY FRUETT, then
FATHER EIMER K. RUPP, Sen Francisco Catholic Church, brought the invocstion.

MR. C. T. USELTON appesred before the Council regarding the opening of
GUADALUPE STREET. He read & petition with epproximately 131 signstures of home
and property owners of property north of West 5lst Street and east of Lamar
Boulevard, requesting thet the City Council request the 58th legislature o
appropriate the necessgary funds for the purpose of curblng, guttering and paving
GUADALUPE STREET from West 45th Street to West Slst Street, and WEST 51ST STREET
from Lamar Boulevard to 159.5 feet weet of Rowena Street. They also petitioned
the Councll to request the legislsture to dedicate a fifty foot right of way for |
the extension of WEST 46TH STREET from Guedalupe Street to West Guadelupe and to |
appreprigte funds for their pro rata share of the cost to curb, gutter and pave. |
They asked that the City include in its 1963-64 budget funds for the City's
share of the cost if the legislature appropristes the necessary funds and makes
the necessary dedication. MR. MURRAY RAMSEY spoke for the opering of these
streets, stating it would give & more direct access to thelr homes, schools,
shopping centers and other parts of the city. He felt it would alleviate the
traffic on North Lamar Boulevard. MR. USELTON stated it wee hard to get financ-
ing for comstruction in this ares becguse of the desé-end streets st the State
Tract and also the streets arourd the tract being gravel. MRS. W, L. BROWN
spoke for the opening of West S5ist Street. MR. A. D. GLOVER spoke for the opan-
ing of these streets. The Mayor thanked the group for coming in and stated this
would be taken under consideration anéd the Council would do a1l it could to help.

MR. ERYAN RUSSELL and wife, 1805 Lightsey Road, appeared before the Coun- |

cil opposing the changing the name of Iighteey Road to Barion Skywsy. He stated |
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there were toc msny streets in the area now with the name of "Barton" in them
and that Lightsey Read had been there many yesars and they did not want the name
changed. Mr. Hoyle Osborne, Director of Flamning, pointed out on the map that
the street was Barton Skyway, Lightsey Road, Bartor Skywsey and Woodward Street.
It was his recommendation that the name be left as Iightsey Road for portion now
existing and dedicated in the future, from lLamer Boulevard to Congress Avenue.
Mr. Russell stated that would pleas them very much. The City Manager pointed |
out that the section from the railrosd track to Congress Avenue that is dedicated|
as Barton Skyway would have to be changed to Lightsey Road.
